Often 
articles are revised, or run with an article showing 
another perspective. 

Idealy in these discussions no one is over-ruled . 
It is the duty of the enlightened to enlighten not 
to over-rule. 

Within the staff there exhists the central committee 
which functions as an editorial board and a production 
crew. Those who have been on the staff for a time 
and spend a lot of time working with the paper are — : 
invited to join the central committee, and participate 
in final decisions. 

Most members of the central committee in the past 
have spent most of their tine involved in the paper 
somehow. It is more convenient for everyone if these 
people live at the home of Hundred Flowers so work 
and family life is together. 

At least three members of the central committee 
have to o.k. material before it is printed. If another 
person on the c.c. objects to something there is more 
discussion. .

Quite frankly, it has 
gathered a margin of interest 
because George Jackson just happ- 
ens to be a brilliant writer, not 
because the people know there is 
a real movement to shatter the 
prison system. Even this notor- 
ious trial has little to do with 
the three brothers'possible lib- 
eration.

As for Huey's release, few 
people should be fooled into a 
new confidence in the legal system. 
Huey was released because of en- 
ormous public pressure and because 
the authorities feared an out- 
break of Latin-American type 
kidnappings here.

I've got an 
automatic weapon, everybody 
freeze." And before this frozen 
Scene, as frozen as any hist- 
oric tableau, James McClain 
placed his hand on his gun and 
offered his testimony: "Take 
these handcuffs off me, I've 
been in San Quentin for years 
and I want to be a free man, 

so help me God." And then: 

"We are the revolution, free the 
Soledad Brothers by 12.30 
tomorrow."

In whatever way we act we should 
be grateful to these men for being 
pioneers who set a standard for what 
is possible. Let them be called 
"adventurer" if necessary. It is the 
adventurer after all who charts and 
masters the unknown. Their confron- 
tation with the state is only sui- 
cidal for the state. If the rulers 

do not free our prisoners of war 
and cease their universal agression, 
if they do not make peaceful changes 
possible, then it is tragically 
clear that all of America will be 
taken hostage in the vast jailbreak 
ahead.

were, in fact any such escape plot 
is quite rational when compared 
to the possibilities of an un- 
known prisoner “escaping “through 
the legal system. The prisoners 
live under the arbitrary and sad- 
istic rule of the Adult Author- 
ities--a body which is virtually 


And so began a new stage 
of combat against repression. 
These were the first prisoners 
of war to attempt liberating 
themselves and others with guns 
in hand, consciously deciding that 
death in struggle is better 
than life in solitary. That 
„they fell minutes later killed 
by maniacs who would rather 
unleash a slaughter than allow 
their system to be defied makes 
little difference. They strode 
beyond the world as we knew it, 
Huey says, beyond the experience 
of Watts, Detroit, beyond even 
the most romantic fantasies of 
young whites. In death they 
redefined life. Where they 
fell, we begin. 

The reactionaries are cov- 
ering the truth in this event 
quicker than they covered the 
corpses. The warden calls these 
men hoodlums and criminals. In 
the words of the yellow press, 
their lives were "a sisyphus 
of human violence, seemingly 
ordained to conclude in an 
incident of fatal violence."

As long as anyone cherishes 
the secret belief that they are a little bit better 
because they sleep with the opposite sex, gays will 
not be free. Tolerance is not enough. Understand- 
ing and complete acceptance will do for a start; 
ultimately, when you understand the homosexual in 
others, you will understand the homosexual in your- 
self, since homosexuality in some degree or another 
is present in everyone, striaght or gay. And when F 
that degree is understood, it must be freed. 

We, as gays, are tired of your repression, sup- _ 
ported not by logic but by whispering and name-call- 
ing. We are tired of your being made obscenely un- 
easy by a friend you thought was straight but isn't. 
We are tired of revolutionary posters which depict 
straight he-men types and earth mothers, with guns 
and babies, and hold these up as the roles of the 
future. We are sick of liberals who say, "What- 
ever turns you on" and "I don't care what anyone. 
does in bed" and refuse to realize that we spend 
most of our lives outside the bedroom. We are 
tired of being told what the majority culture = 
what society - expects of the minority: us. We ` 
are experiencing a gut reaction of nausea against 
the roles forced on us. Me are tired of those who 
should be our fellow strugglers joining the estab- 
lishment in oppressing us for fear of being called

Strict laws exist almost universally 
in the United States prohibiting transvestitism except for purposes of theatrical entertaining. These 
laws are occasionally enforced in the Twin Cities, and the pigs occasionally harass drag queens. 
Nonetheless, several of the gay bars hold annual "Drag Balls" on Halloween or New Years Eve, which 
roughly resemble a beauty pageant in format, culminating in the election of a "queen." Most trans- 
vestites only cross-dress at irregular intervals, and appear average members of their sex the bulk 
of the time. Very few harbor permanent fantasies that they are members of the opposite sex. 
Transsexuals, on the other hand, believe that they are members of the opposite sex--mentally and 
in most cases in hormonal balance. They deny being gay, but believe that a freak of nature trapped 
them in the physical body of the wrong sex. This is not true of homosexuals. Christine (nee George) 
Jorgenson was the first transsexual to undergo a sex-change operation in Copenhagen, in the early 
fifties. Today, scores have had this corrective surgery performed, after intensive psychological 
Screening--in Scandanavia or the United States. Doctors at the University of Minnesota hospitals 
have performed several transsexual operations. d

OAKLAND (LNS) 

During the past few years, strong 
Strong movements have developed a- 
mong women and homosexuals seeking 
their liberation. There has been 
some uncertainty about how to relate 
to these movements. 

Whatever your personal cpinions 
and your insecurities about homosex- 
uality and the various liberation 
movements among homosexuals and wo- 
men (and ۱ speak of the homosexuals 
and women as oppressed groups) we 
should try to unite with them in a 
revolutionary fashion. 

۱ say, "whatever your insecuriti~ 
es are" because, as we very well know 
sometimes our first instinct is to 
want a woman to be quiet. We want : 
to hit the homosexual in the mouth 
as soon as we see him because we're 
afraid we might be homosexual and 
want to hit the woman or shut her up 
because she might castrate us or t 
take the nuts that we might not have 
to start with. 

We must gain security in oursel- 
ves and therefore have respect and 
feelings for all oppressed people. 
We must not use the racist type at- 
titudes like the white racists use 
against people because they are black 
and poor. Many times the poorest 
white person is the most racist be- 
cause he is afraid that he might 
lose something or discover something 
that he doesn't have. You're some 
kind of threat to him. This kind of 
psychology is in operation when we 
view oppressed people and we're angry 
with them because of their particu- 
lar kind of behavior or their parti- 
cular kind of deviation from the ۰ 
established norm. 

Remember we haven't established 
a revolutionary value system; we're 
only in the process of establishing 
it. |! don't remember usever consti- 
tuting any value that said that a 
revolutionary must say offensive 
things towards homosexuals or that a 
revolutionary would make sure that 
women do not speak out about their 
own particular kind of oppression. 

Matter of fact, it's just the op- 
posite,we say that we recognize the 
woman's right to be free. We haven' 
said much about homosexuals at all 
and we must relate to the homosexual 
movement because it is a real move- 
ment. And | know through reading 
and through my life experience, my 
observation, that homosexuals are 
not given freedom and liberty by any 
one in this society. Maybe they

Of course, in some places you stand a better 
chance than others. Certain places have a large 
concentration of gay people,

A gay glossary 


Because the gay world is a subculture in our soc- 
iety, it has, like the black subculture, established 
a specialized vocabulary of its own. This is often 
confusing to the gay person in the process of estab- 
lishing a foothold in the gay ghetto as well as to 
heterosexuals. To ease communication, a brief list 
of the most commonly-used terms and their most fre- 
quent meanings follows: 

GAY: a homosexual, or pertaining to the homosexual 
word, far preferred to the term homosexual 
a euphemism for the life lived by homosexuals. 


STRAIGHT: heterosexual, or pertaining to heterosex- 
ual society. 


a gay male, usually older and effeminate; 
any gay male; locally, a condescending 
term; meanings vary in other parts of the 
country. 


AC-DC: bisexual 


QUEEN: 


a term of affection or mild scorn used to- 
ward older, more effeminate gay males. 


AUNTIE: 


BASKET: the male crotch, as outlined through cloth- 
ing. 


BASKET GAZER: one who observes and compares baskets 
BUTCH: a masculine looking person, male or female. 
BRING OUT: to introduce a novice to the gay world. 


CAMP (CAMPY): to mock one's sexuality; to put down

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Because societv has driven gays into a quilt-rid- 


den dark corner for so long, with even the liberal 


telling us, "If you have to, do it, but be discreet 


and play the game", gays naturally have a diffi- 


cult time meeting those persons with the same sexual 


orientations, much less compatible persons with the 


same orientations. The process by which gays meet 
and make one another is known as "cruising".

Cruising can be done eitFe' with eye contact 
and pointed gestures at tie.urinals, or in ہے‎ 
closed stalis by playing an elaborate ''You 
tap your foot, then I'll tap mine, then wei 
11 pass notes to each other under the par- 
tition" type game. By the way, those in- 
nocuous looking holes in the partitions be- 
tween stalls are usually a good sign that a 
tearoom is--or was--gay, and they are there 
for a purpose. Some people get their kicks 
out of drilling them, others by looking 
through them. The Tearoom at Montgomery 
Wards, in St. Paul was hotter than hell un- 
til massive busts were held two years ago. 
Some of those arrested tood their cases to 
the U. S. Supreme Court, resulting in a ru- 
ling that City Vice Squads could not use 
mirrors, cameras or entrapment to observe 
intra-stall activities. ۸۱۱ Power To The 
Tearoom Queens.

PARKS: 

Minneapolis and St. Paul each have a gay 
park--Loring and Rice Parks, respectively. 
These are the Twin Cities' only meatracks, 
and the only places subjected to regular 
Police harrassment. They're generally good 
places to stay away from. Crusing is done 
from circling cars or by walking the side- 
walks--never inside the parks. Neither are 
active during ^the day. Loring is usually 
busy on 15th St. | am to Dawn. Lots of hus- 
tlers; can be rough. 


STREEIS: 
Hennepin, Nicollet and Franklin Avenues & 
Lake Street are all cruisy in the early mor- 
ning hours. Roughly same as the parks. *

beaches, too. Bare-Ass Beach (Mississippi 
River Flats at Franklin), and Calhoun, be- 
tween 3lst St. & 32nd.

HAVE A BALL 


We are refugees from Amerika. The gay ghetto is 
our prison. The gay ghetto consists of the physical 
plants where cruising is done — the bars, baths, 
parks and such —the social patterns and mind-set 
which are often found in gays who spend time in these 
places, and, peculiar to Minneapolis especially, 
the area of town where many gays choose or are 
forced to live. When a gay person first comes out, 
it can be very rough to find a foothold in this worid. 
It tends, because of it's popularity in straight 
Society, to be remarkably invisible and ingrown. 

To aid gays in finding at least the physical loca- 
tions of places where thsy can reasonably expect 
to meet others of the same orientation, there 
follows a list of the most patronized components 
of the gay world in the Twin Cities. One prime 
point: STRAIGHTS WHO COME UNINVITED TO HECKLE 
OR GAWK ARE MOST DEFINITELY PERSONA NON GRATA AT 
THESE ESTABLISHMENTS. 


THE HAPPY HOUR, 410 Hennepin, 335-7428 
Age of clientele mixed, with many older, 
more established queens. No dancing, few 
women, some straights. Best drinks in 
town at the cheapest price. Congenial man- 
agement, seldom check ID's. Busy all day.

BATHS: 

Minneapolis has two baths, St. Paul none. 
They span the bridge between the best and 
the worst in the country. The Hennepin Ave. 
Baths are generally considered the sanitary 
equivalent of the Black Hole of Calcutta, 
and attract roughly the same sort of crowd. 
The Locker Room, 630 2nd Av. N. is considered 
one fo the best baths in the country, nice- 
ly decorated, clean, with color TV & KQRS 
piped in. Open 2% hours, 7 days a week. 55 
private rooms w/single beds, 150 lockers. 


Carpeted and paneled rooms, erotic wallpaper. 
Age limit: 18. 6 hour limit on amount of 
time you can stay not enforced. All in all, 
a good deal for easy, numerous sexual con- 
tacts, but somewhat expensive: $4 at night, 
$3 for a locker during theuday. Busiest Fri 
& Sat nights. Always something after 4 pm. 
Lots of older men. Men only. 


The Baths are useful for quick sex, but 
don't expect conversation or a lasting rela- 


AS political prisoner 


pigs in most cities harass our meeting places, destroy 
our alternatives to the gay ghetto, set up entrapment 
squads. This April a gay brother in Berkeley was 
slain by a pig when he tried to split after finding 
that the trick making advances to him was a cop. 

Many cities set up "pervert" registration which, ۴ 
nothing else, scares gay brothers and sisters deeper 
Into the closets. Blackmail, from the pigs or on a 
private level, has been used against us since time 
immemorial. Pigs habitually Inform our employers 
when they arrest us. We are forced to pay taxes to 
support the government that oppresses us. 

Literature, the magazines and newspapers, films 
and common conversations are filled with Insults to 
us. Thomas Foran, the Chief Pig Prosecuter at the 
Chicago Conspiracy trial, made himself extremely 
popular this spring by saying that all of the Con- 
spiracy defendants, with the exception of Bobby Seale, 
were, "all fags . . . not a man among them . . . the 
freaking fag revolution Is upon us." Pressure from 
gay liberation groups scored a rare victory by for- 
cing Foran to resign; he Is the first of many. 

Another more vicious slur is the press campalgn to 
blame gays for "prison gang rapes." Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. Often, we are the vic- 
tims of those rapes, which are Invariably committed 
by sick, frustrated straights. It's typical of the 
straights’ paranoid mental state to assume that gay 
sex Involves tying down an unwilling victim and ra- 
ping him, another attempt to perpetuate the fear and 
spite that surrounds homosexuality. These acts are 
aggression, not sex. |f that's what sex Is for a lot 
of straights, that's a problem they have to solve, not 
us. 

We are forced from our earliest conditioning into 
the sexual roles of the stralght world. When that 
doesn't satisfy us, we are told we must lead a doub+ 
le life: Ile abou? our most basic characteristics; 
above all not come out of the closet: "You're not 
oppressed! You can do anything you like, as long as 
you shut up about it!" Above all, we mustn't talk 
about it: Its threatening to too many people. If 


` we must live a gay life, we must be careful to live: 


as straight a fife as possible: a "monogamous!" 
gay, faithful to one lover, is better than a gay 
person who "tricks out" or goes to the baths. Lib- 
eration for a gay 15 defining his own ethics, not 
mimicking those of straight society. And we are con 
stantly being channeled, willing or not, to psychia- 
trists who will "straighten us out". to force us 
Into a sexuality more unhealthy than our own. Ex- 
clusive heterosexuality, the desired norm, reflects 
a fear of one's own sex, is anti-homosexual, and 
frought with frustration. Stralght sex is aggress- 
ion for the male chauvinist, and obligation for the 
traditional woman. For us to become straight in the 
sense that many of our heterosexual brothers and 
sisters are is not a cure, but rather a disease. 

Yes, gays are oppressed. Discriminatlon against 
gays Is blatant, If we open our eyes. Did you ever 
see pictures on billboards, catalogues, or any ad- 
vertising with two male lovers holding hands, hug- 
ging, or kissing? 

One of the most notorlous forms of our oppression 
Is in the line of employment. Bosses let It be 
known that we are acceptable to them only as long 
as we are presumably straight. In the Twin Cities 
in the last six months alone there are 3 known cases 
where up front gays have been fired or denied em- 
ployment. None of these men are employed now - no 
jobs are open. Big business and the goverment are 
In the vanguard of this repression. The Federal 
Goverment will not hire, or will fire "known homosex- 
uals" on the grounds that they are immoral". In ^ 
the Twin Cities, Honeywell follows the same policy 
on the grounds that gays are "security risks" and 
"in our experience Just don't work out." ۵ 
will hire gay people, but will never promote a 
public homosexual. And the list goes on and on. 

In the whole list there is only one welcome re- 
pression: on the grounds that we are "sick", we 
are exempt from the draft....in fact, we face dis- 
honorable discharge if found within the service. 

Amerika has slandered, Imprisened, and murdered 
us for too long. We haven't yet figured out what 
kind of political or economic system is good for us 
as gays, but we ۷۱۱۱ find an alternative. We are 
radical in that we know that the system we are in is 
a direct source of our oppression, and it is not a 
question of getting our share of the pie. The pie 
Is rotten. We have to define for ourselves a new 
pluralistic, role free social structure. The day is 
coming; the freaking fag revolution is bere, ۱۱ 
be gay until everyone has forgotten that Its an iss- 
ue = then we'll begin to be complete. 


Before, the gay can be truly liberated it is 
Necessary to understand why and by whom we have been 
repressed for so long. By straights threatened by - 
the alternative we offer, and by gays themselves, 
so full of self-hatred that they toe the line as 
"straight" as possible. But where did the initial 
Concept of homosexual as "queer" or pervert come 
from, and who does it benefit today? 

Sixty years ago the stereotypes were much diff- 
erent. Homosexuality was not a mental illness, but 
a sin or crime. The sickness theory only came into 
vogue when the psychoanalysts had fo explain away 
the fact that gay people existed, and noticed that 

, 311 their gay patients were mentally ill. They for- 


` got to notice that all their straight patients were 


mentally ill, too; why else would they be patients? 

So, as technocracy crept in, the god of Science 
(psychoanalysts) took the place of the old gods of 
Church and Law, and the concepts of sin and crime 
fell back. 

The original taboos against homosexuality were 
formed during the ages before Christ, because man 
had to raise children to populate the earth; survi- 
e of the species was a priority. The taboo became 
۱6۵۳۵۵۲۵۸۵۵ into Judalsm, lat 
ecclesiasticak law. The و‎ and 
discriminate against gays today (many don't, in fact 
some encourage it as the norm) were based on the law 
of the Church, as the Church brought "civilization" 
fo new areas. So today, with overpopulation-and 
technological change, we are saddled with outdated 
laws and social mores, and the taboo enly continues 
to exploit and enslave us. 

Homosexuals have been persecuted, first by the 
churches, then by the state, and now by such power- 
ful groups as the capitalistic business establish- 
ment and fascist psychiatry. Western power struct- 
ures have long thrived on the anti-homosexual para- 
nola they foster. By making people fear close emot- 
lonal and sexual contact with persons of their own 
sex, they promote suspicion and fear of fellow human 
beings, a spirit of bitter competition among men, 
and waste the rage of the oppressed by making one 
group fight another, dissipating the hatred that 
Should.be aimed at the oppressor. By promoting 
anti-homosexual fear and hate, religious, government 
and bis|ness Interests distract attention from 
thelr wn exploitations. 

Because we do not fit readily into the existing 
family structure (the basic unit in the private 
property system) we are untrustworthy and ex- 
pendable. Marriage, in these class systems, is 
based on property; to have gays undermine that Is a 

Threat. Under capitalism, each male is supposed to 
be a sovereign entity, backed by a family and ready 
to do battle with every other male in the fight for 
survival. Homosexuality is a threat to our ability 
to compete. The female gay is in the same position: 

dependent on man for support or sex, she Is a 
threat to his supremacy; a troublemaker, ready to | 
lead other women astray. We must be put down. 

Black, brown, yellow, and red from white; male 
from female; rich from poor; gay from straight; gent- 
ile from Jew: these interests sap our energy by ma- 
king us fight one another. Chick equals nigger equals 
queer. Our social Institutions cause and reflect this 
heirarchy. This is Amerika. As gays, we have lived 
In fhese institutions all our life; they have warped 
us too; made us racist, sexist and chauvinist. Now, 
we are becoming free enough to shed the roles we've 
picked up--breaking out of our political prisons. 
For too long the training that made you desplse us 
has made us despise ourselves. No longer, Amerika, 
no longer. 

GAYS ARE OPPRESSED 

We are mate criminals for an act of nature: We 
didn't ask to be gay (or straight,or black). Still 
we are denied under the law the right to have sex 
--under ANY circumstances. Spain just recently went 
even further and passed a law making it a crime to 
be a homosexual--prosecution and Imprisonment for 
one's state of mind. 

We are attacked, beaten, castrated, robbed and left 
dead time and time again; the most recent known case 
of murder against a gay was less than four months 
ago: Larry Taylor of Los Angeles was beaten to death 
by the L. A. pigs. Why? No explanation given. (Or 
needed.) There are a score of known unsolved murders 
of gays in California alone In the last few years. 
Teens, often of minority groups who look for someone 
under them socially, feel encouraged to beat up and 
rob "queers," and pigs look the other way. That used 
to be called lynching. 

We are forced to find each other in the gay ghetto, 
where we are often extorted by those owning gay bars 
or baths, charging exorbitant prices for the privi- 
lege to buy inferior services or wares, or Inhabit 
slum-like surroundings. Even then we are not safe:

Stop perverting your children, showing them which 
ways it is "acceptable" to relate sexually and emo- 
tionally to others. Let them relate to people as they 
want, without the benefit of your ingrained hangups. 
Remember that example shouts, while words whisper. 

Encourage your gay friends to come. out, showing them 
that you value their sexuality as a valuable part of 
their personality. Don't make them lie to you. 

Give physical and financial support to gay lib or- 
ganizations. Support our programs, give presence at 
demonstrations, leafletting and picket lines. Come 
to our meetings and dances--talk to the people. Hire 
gay--there are, at present, seemingly no jobs avail- 
able to the public homosexual. Boycott movies and 
plays that make money from our suffering by perpetu- 
ating stereotypés. 


Ignorance is no excuse for sexism today. We must 
conquer the ingrained taboos that make thinking about, 
or discussing, homosexuality unpleasant and repulsive 
to the heterosexual. We must constantly examine and 
reject the vestiges of sexism, chauvinism and sexual 
role-playing in ourselves. 

This is the myth you taught us: Homosexuals are men 
who were seduced by homosexuals when they were boys. 
Homosexuality is despicable, yet so attractive that 
one lick will make you gay. Homosexuals are all dirty 
old men. Children, parents, teachers, police and "all 
the people we know" are all innocent heterosexuals. 

Stop kidding yourself. 

Educate yourself to what gay really is, and purge the 
myths wherever you run into them. The first proof of 
a conversion from sexism is your willingness to defend 
gays, even at the risk of your own image. 

Purge the terms faggot, queer, dyke, homo, bitch, 
fruit, cocksucker, fairy, pervert and misfit from your 
vocabulary. Make others see their sexism in using 
them. 


Paint "Gay is Good," "Homosexuals are human" on walls 
where it can by seen. Write gay slogans on every dol- 
lar bill that comes throügh your hands. Schedule gay 
speakers from the Homosexual Speakers Service for your 
meetings, groups and classes: for further information 
call 378-0052 or 339-3101. 

Educate your friends: wear a gay liberation button. 
Yes, they probably will, at first, think you're gay 
too; so what? GAY IS JUST AS GOOD AS STRAIGHT. If 
that idea threatens you, you should have a clear pic- 
ture of your own sexism. 


Put yourself in our shoes--see why gays are so an- 
gry. Be a homosexual for a week; tell your family, your 
friends, your wife that you're gay. See how quickly 
they disassociate themselves from you. Tell your boss 
you are gay--get fired on the spot.

Camp McCoy, Wisc. (LNS) -- at 
3:25 a.m. on July 26, the Army re- 
ceived a telephone call warning it 
to evacuate the telephone exchange, 
which 5 minutes later, was ripped 
apart.

The strikes have become a real 
practical danger to both the capit- 
alists and the goverment. This sit- 
uation has developed in. part because 
European capitalism has come into a 
crisis. Mass resistance in France 


against the dictatgrship in the fact- 


ories is taking permanent form. It 
shows itself in many ways. Sabotage 
of the assembly lines: metal parts

anism, electric wires that "break" 
with surprising regularity, etc., 
ect. Foremen are beatenup. Trade 
unionists are thrown out of factor~ 
jes. And this is true not only in 
France, but all over Europe. 


Madrid, Spain... A street battle

lice on July 22 in Granada left three 
dead and nearly ninety injured. The 
clash was described by witnesses as 
the most savage labor incident in 
Spain since the Civil War.

The country is in 
a very hnhealthy economic position, 
and is being held together only with 
strong U.S. Imperialist support.

THE FOLLOWING IS AN ACCOUNT OF A 
MASS. ARMS ROBBERY STAGED AT THE 


CRACK UNITS. THE ACCOUNT COMES FROM 
IHE REVOLUTIONARY NEWS AGENCY OF CUBA) 


Ferdinando Garin is an orderly of 
the guard at the Uruguayan Navy Train- 
ing Center. It was on Garin's steady 
nerves that the success of the ass- 
ult rested. 

After a series of signals Garin, 

a member of the Tupaniaros (revolut- 
jonary group that has unnerved the 
Uruguayan government with their skill, 
audacity, and capacity to penetrate 
the inner chambers of the govern- 
ment) "passes" other members of the 
Tupamaros through the security ent- 
rance of the Center. He then goes to 
relieve the only other guard besides 
himself. The guard is suspicious be- 
cause of all the extra activity that 
night and begins to question Garin. 
Garin strikes the guard in the stom- 
ach with his pistol and takes the 
guards rifle. Then Garin and two 
Tupamaros enter the military quarters, 
they overpower the officer and cor- 
poral on duty and tie them up. 

Seventeen more Tupamaros enter the 
courtyard, they take over the dorm- 
atories where the sailors are sleep- 
ing, shuffle the sailors into cells, 

and after a delay in finding the 
keys the sailors are locked up. No 
shots are fired,no one is seroiusly 
injured. 

a Tupamaro truck enters the court- 
yard, commandos empty the arsenal 

and gather the arms stored in the 
dorms. A total of 300 rifles, two .30 
caliber machine guns, 60,000 rounds 
of ammo, 150 colt .45 pistols, 
several sub-machine guns, and six R- 
15 rifles used by the Americans in 
Nam, plus 75 hand grenades. 

At 3:30 am the truck carrying the 
arsenal pulls out of the Garrison 
unnoticed. Six Tupamaros remain be- 
hind to take pictures, and raise the 
tupamaro flag, They also leave a 
letter saying they could no longer 
endure seeing the tortures inflicted 
on the workers arrested durring ١ 
strikes. By 4:15am all Tupamaros have 
left the vicinity of the garrison. 

Quite some time passes until some 
officers unlock their cell and run 
two blocks to the Army Intelligence 
Service . Phone lines were cut from 
the beginning of the operation. 

Agents and Navy forces begin to 
mobilize. Early that morning the 
President, the minister of defense, 
and high military officials begin 
an emergency meeting. 


St. Ignance, Mich. (LNS) Write 
Panther Minister of Defense Pun 
Plamondon and White Panther Jack 
Forrest were captured Thursday, 
July 23, after being underground for 
nearly 9 months. They were indict- 
ed last October 7 along with White 
Panther Chairman John Sinclair on 
a charge of conspiracy to bomb tre 
Ann Arbor CIA office in September 
1968. Pun has been on J. Edgar's 
10 mest wanted list for almost 
three months. 

Pun, Forrest and Skip Taube 
were riding avan through Michi- 
gan's upper peninsulas when a 
state trooper stopped them after 
someone threw an empty beer can 
cut tre window. The van was al- 
lowed to proceed after a warning, 
but they were later stopped again 
when tre state troopers ran a 
check on tke "suspicious - lcok- 
ing trio". The two were seized 
and Pun was charged with carry- 
ing a concealed weapon. The po- 
lice said he was carrying a two- 
shot .38 caliber Derringer. They 
were arraigned the next day on 
bombing charges. Pun is also want- 
ed on three seperate marijuana 
charges -- one each: in Illinois, 
MicFigan, and New Jersey. 

The conspiracy charge carries 
15 years, the bombing charge, 20 
years; and the maximum for the 
possesion of marijuana in Michi- 
gan is 20 years.

TWO AUGUST ECLIPSES 


Two eclipses just two weeks apart 
configurate a statement of Revolut- 
ion.. In the first figure the lunar 
eclipse of Sunday evening 16 August 
is a prominent cross-stress pattern. 
Sun in 24 degrees Leo oppossed to 
Moon 24 degrees Aquarius and Saturn 
25 degrees Taurus oppossed (wide) to 
Neptune 29 degrees Scorpio. These 
oppositions square each other from 
the fixed signs and so form a cross 
A Grand Cross + since each arm is 
weighed. 

While this eclipse.was a light 40 
percent of totality (did you see 
the Northern Lights swirling vortex 
on Wega our next pole star, during 
eclipse) it is especially signifigant. 
for the first time this century it 
focuses the forming Neptune-Saturn 
opposition. 

Saturn is the planet of the cryst- 
allized state form, the ego, the 
conservative body politic structure 
seekinglto preserve form and resist 
change. Neptune is a trans-Saturn 
planet and so has non-earthy status 
a transendental merlt which trans- 
lates as a cosmic integral, the 
power of the collective, a spirit- 
izing current of the collective un- 
conscious. 

Neptune discovered Just prior to 
Marx's publishing, was last in op- 
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19th century from Gemini ۲۰ 7 
ius. That laid the ideological mil- 
eau by which the 20th C. was intro- 
duced,the Russian Revolution. The 
Neptune-Saturn opposition is now 
being brought into focus as a 20th C 
phenomena, again from the mental 
signs, but this time Neptune is quite 
strong in Sagittarius. 

While the forming Neptune- 
Saturn opposition is prominent in 
the Lunar eclipse, it Is not so In 
the Solar eclipse of 31 August 
(Monday, about 5 pm/) That time 
finds the opposition a background 
factor (ie. the eclipse makes no 
aspect to it) and forms not a Grand 
Cross but a T cross triggured by 
a hot Mars in Leo. The Mars 
square Saturn square Neptue casts 


a malefic shadow to the eclipse 
which is within orb of the United 
States Midheaven (Sagittarius 
Rising). The monster Amerika 
will unwittingly direct Its criminal- 
ities against itself and provide the 
Ideological material for disembowel- 
ment. This fall, it will bleed. 

November a day before the energiz- 
Ing Mars/Uranus conjunction in Libra 
(7 November) Neptune will enter 
Sagittarius again. This will be a 
really good month for the movement.

BUSTED in 
Virginia, Minn. 


In northern Minnesota, a small band of freeks 
are trying to do what they feel to be plitically 
honest. However, the people from the range cities 
and surrounding areas have forced them to face 5 
almost overwhelming opposition. The countryside 
is lean and hollow-feeling. The same hollowness 
echoes in the minds of the townspeople. These 
range towns are slowly dying and the people strongly 
support every capitalist and american-dream ideal, 
not realizing (or wanting to) that it is these same 
ideals which hold them in semi-poverty. They will 
use almost any means to keep the blinders on them- 
selves than to allow for true political freedom. 


It is in one of these small towns, Virginia, that 
five people were recently busted. Under threats of 
force, the police jailed them for three days, without 
informing them of their rights or even bothering to 
tell them that they were under arrest. Thinking that 
anyone having political ideals different from their 
own must be drugged or crazy, the pigs took evidence 
such as a bag of hair, an old coffee mill, and a bag of 
white sand, which they (soberly) labeled heroin. 
Twenty-six items in all were taken and of these, the 
only illegal ones were two joints taken from a person 
searched outside the house and not living on the premices. 
The Virginia five are not being tried for drugs. The 
real issue is how to get rid of hippies who do not 
agree with the rest of the uptight area. The “hippies” 
have been protesting and organizing in Virginia and 
along the range for about one or two years. They have 
shown up at parades to dampen the fascist emotions in- 
spired by "The Friends of Uncle Sam." They have held 
festivals and picketed places. But, most frightening 
of all, they have swayed the ideals of some of the 
areas high school kids. It is because the | 
the communities they form are getting scared, that the 
Virginia five are being prosectuted on various charges. 


They have found some support from two good (but 
expensive) lawyers. They have no way of paying for 
these lawyers after (and if) they get released. What 
they need is some financial support. It is you people 
that I am asking to help support.them. If you have any 
bread to spare, or maybe if you can think of a way to 
gather some, help us in Wisconsin support the Virginia 
five.
